TEL AVTV. — Democratic Move- 
ment sources were officially reti- 
cent yesterday about the 
resignations of Shiomo Eliahu and 
Shafik Assad from their Knesset 
faction and party. But unofficially 
they indicated that the rest of the 
party MKs might soon quit the 
coalition, too, especially if other 
coalition parties try to reduce DM 
representation in the cabinet. 

The DM Knesset members have 
long been under great pressure 
from within the party to leave the 
coalition, and the breakup of the 
party at this point might make it 
impossible for the DM to stay in the 
government. 

A prominent Liberal source 
yesterday expressed concern that 
the diminished size of the DM 
means “the last nail in' the 
government's coffin." The govern- 
ment, the source said, is falling 
apart. 

Both Liberals and National 
Religious Party sources say it is 
highly unlikely that, in the present 
atmosphere of hopelessness in the. 
coalition, their pasties would agree 
to the four remaining DM Knesset 
members having three cabinet 
representatives. The DM was seen 
as over-represented even before 
yesterday’s shrinkage. In the past 
this has given rise to considerable 
acrimony in the coalition, and the 
issue is expected to be aggravated 
now. 

The fear of triggering the 
government's downfall would deter 
few, say NRP sources, as the 
government’s chances of survival 
are seen as slim anyway.

MOSCOW (Router). — Presi- 
dent Leonid Brezhnev yester- 
day said that rebel groups in 
Afghanistan had suffered “a 
serious defeat" as official 
Soviet media reported the 
withdrawal of thousands of 
Soviet troops from the Afghan 
capital of Kabul. 

■ Soviet radio, quoting the pro- 
Moscow Afghan government, said 
that one division of Soviet troops 
and 108 tanks were leaving Kabul 
under Moscow’s troop reduction 
programme announced on Sunday. 

Western military sources said 
this appeared to Indicate that the 
Kremlin was pulling back between 
7,000 and 14,000 men of Its es- 
timated 89,000 troops in 
Afghanistan. 

Just a few hours after the 
Moscow Radio announcement, 
President Brezhnev told a plenary 
session of the Communist Party 
Central Committee that “large 
gangs of counter-revolutionaries" 
had been routed in Afghanistan. 

The Kremlin chief said 
“interventionists" in Afghanistan, 
which Soviet troops entered by 
force last December, had suffered a 
serious defeat, and life In 
Afghanistan was gradually retur- 
ning to normal. 

"In these conditions we decided 
to withdraw some units of our 
military contingent In 
Afghanistan,” he announced. 

The decision was taken with the 
approval of the Babrak Karmal 
government in Kabul, he said. 

Leaving the door open for fresh 
military aid to Kabul if judged 
necessary he added: “We will 


further help Afghanistan build a 
new life and preserve the gains of 
the April revolution." 

Brezhnev repeated Soviet claims 
that the December military In- 
tervention had been prompted by 
aggression against Afghanistan's 
Marxist rulers from Washington 
and Peking, and was "not at all 
motivated by self-seeking in- 
terests." 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter told 
a press conference in Venice 
yesterday that he believed fewer 
than 8,500 Soviet troops had been 
withdrawn. They had been pulled 
back into a Soviet area close to the 
Afghan border and could be rushed 
back if the remaining Soviet forces 
suffered reverses, he said. 

Carter said he could not yet fully 
interpret the Soviet move but dis- 
closed that he was aware of It 
before French President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing brought It up at 
the summit. 

An authoritative source at the 
seven-nation economic summit In 
Venice said that the limited Soviet 
troop-withdrawal was believed to 
Involve about 20,000 men. 

The source, which was not 
French, said he understood that 
this was the figure communicated 
by the Soviet Union to President 
Giscard on Friday, who passed it on 
to the Venice meeting the same 
day. 

Giscard, on the other hand, called 
the partial pullout a positive move 
which could lead to further 
withdrawals. 

“Contrary to what has been 
published In the press, this 
withdrawal comes at a moment

TEL AVIV — Police, here believe 
that they have smashed a ring 
which over the peat 18 months has 
smuggled millions of shekels worth 
of drugs between Austria and 
Israel.

Chief autonomy negotiator Tosef 
Burg says Israel Is putting up no 
preconditions for the resumption of 
the stalled negotiations — and ex- 
pects Egypt to do likewise.

Burg is to fly to Washington for a

Burg's call for no preconditions 
follows a number of public and 
private Egyptian indications, 
notably by All, that Cairo will raise 
the Issues of Jerusalem and of 
settlements once the talks resume, 
or. alternatively, that Cairo seeks 
some quiet assurances from Israel 
on these two .issues before the 
resumption. 

Cairo cited MK Geula Cohen's 
private member's bill on the status 
of Jerusalem as the immediate 
cause of the rupture In the talks. 
There was a report In Cairo at the 
weekend — officially denied in 
Jerusalem — that Begin had 
assured Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat that the bill was merely a 
political ploy and would not proceed 
through the legislative stages.

WASHINGTON. — The UN Securi- 
ty Council opens formal 
deliberations today on the status of 
Jerusalem.

Israel has already asked the U.S.

The council Is convening in the 
wake of MK Geula Cohen's propos- 
ed bill on the status of Jerusalem, 
and at the official request of the 
Islamic Conference, which recently 
met in Islamabad. 

When the Jerusalem bill was 
referred to a Knesset committee, 
the Security Council Initially con- 
vened to discuss the matter and 
today’s session is the direct product 
of that response.

One demonstrator arrested 

Premier’s Office demands 
curb on Peace Now action

Police sources conceded yester- 
day that they were under "enor- 
mous pressure" from the Prime 
Minister's Office to restrict a 
licensed demonstration by Peace 
Now activists that has been under 
way for the past week. 

One Peace Now activist was 
arrested yesterday after policemen 
tore up two placards posted at the 
site opposite the premier's office. 

The sources said the pressure 
began two days ago when, after a* 
cabinet meeting, a Peace Now ac- 
tivist shouting for Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin to resign could be 
h*»ard In the background as the' 

premier was being interviewed by 

the radio. 

Officially, police deny that there 
has been any pressure or that the 
arrested man, Amos Ariell, was 
beaten during the arrest 
Yesterday morning a security of- 
ficer from the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice told the demonstrators — who 
have been maintaining a small 
presence at the President's Garden 
apposite the government offices — 
to take down some of their signs. 
The demonstrators refused, saying 
that the licence for the demonstra- 


tion said that placards could be dls-' 
played up to the garden’s edges. 

Later in the morning a police van 
arrived at the scene and policemen 
began tearing down the placards. 
One of the posters showed 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
riding a tank, another pictured a 
cemetery “for the IS 700m. buried 
by the government In the West 
Bank settlements.” 

Ariell. a stocky mosh&vnik, held 
on to one of the placards and told 
the police that a lawyer would be 
arriving on the scene within 
minutes. But, according to Ariell, 
the police told him he was under 
arrest and began pulling Mm away. 

Eyewitnesses report that at least 
10 policemen tried to pull Ua away, 
from the placard, finally 
succeeding after they beat him with 
the placard's poles. Ariell showed 
newsmen bruises which he said 
were inflicted during the fracas. 

Police denied "beating" Ariell, 
.who was arrested on suspicion of 
resisting arrest and several other 
offences before being released on 
ball. 

Last night police sources ad- 
mitted that the pressure from the 
Prime Minister's Office had been 
"enormous." One source added 
that "things got out of hand.’’

the welfare of the state." Lansky 
was subsequently charged with tax 
offences in the U.S. r and acquitted. 

Dr. Burg refused to say last night 
whether the new information that 
had reached him concerned 
Lansky's alleged misdeeds or the 
possible effect on U.S. opinion of a 
decision to allow Mm to visit.

3 hurt as device explodes 
in Pardess Katz grocery 


An explosive charge went off in a 
Pardess Katz (Bnri Brak) grocery 
at 7:30 yesterday morning, badly 
Injuring a customer, some four 
hours aftec an earlier explosion In 
which a sewage pipe In Jerusalem's 
French HHI quarter was damaged.

Couples protest building luxury flats

Ten young couples, some carry- 
ing placards and others toting 
babies, yesterday broke into a 
meeting of the Jerusalem Labour 
Council to demand that Hlstadrut 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel fulfil a promise to stop 
Hlstadrut construction companies 
from building luxury apartments. 

Last night council officials finally 
convinced them to leave after 
Medhel refused to go from the 
Knesset to the council 
them. Council chairman Nissan 
Harpaz said force would not be used 
to evict the demonstrators. 

The couples charged that Meshel 
had- promised a year ago that the 


Hlstadrut -owned Shlkun Ovdim 
would stop building luxury flats. 
They, handed put leaflets showing, 
newspaper advertisements for 
13450,000 five-room cottages in 
Ramot. 

Harpaz told the demonstrators, 
"We are on the same side," and 
said their complaints should be 
brought to Housing Minister David 
Levy. 

Gabi Wexler was leader of the 
demonstrators who were reported- 
ly recruited by a slum quarter 
organization called the Committee 
for the Advancement of the 
Neighbourhoods. The 

demonstrators said they would 
stage another sit-in soon if no steps 
were taken.

Speaking at the Zionist General 
Council session in Jerusalem’s 
Binyenei Ha'ooma, Lewinsky was 
referring to strong criticism in the 
WZO controller's latest report 
about the lack of supervision of 
funds given to the various Zionist 
parties. Controller Ben-Zlon Melri 
had complained that the recipients 
did not provide the WZO with 
regular reports on the spending of 
these funds, which totalled $875,000 
in 1978/79. 


Lewinsky said that although 
some seem almost to be em- 
barrassed by the existence of 
Zionist parties, calling them irrele- 
vant, no other more, democratic 
mechanism has proved more effec- 
tive. To correct the shortcomings 
disclosed by the controller, 
Lewinsky said, funding should be 
strictly regulated and supervised 
by the controller, and allocations 
should be made according to 
relative numbers of delegates from 
each party to the Zionist Congress. 

The treasurer also said that this 
year's WZO budget was frozen at 
SSO.Sm. — which means a real cut of 
15 per cent due to Inflation. 
Lewinsky had urged a freeze, not 
because of a decrease in cash 
collections (they are, he said, in-

TOKYO i Kcutori. - Japan's con- 
servative l liberal Democratic Par- 
ty i LDP) took an iron grip on the 
government yesterday after sweep- 
ing back to power In a -general elec- 
tion. 

The unofficial result gave the 
I. DP 284 seats in the 511-racmber 
lower house of parliament with, the 
firm prospect of being joined later 
by at least four independent conser- 
vative parliamentarians. 

This would give the party, a loose 


coalition of conservative factions, 
nn edge of 65 parliamentary votes 
over n combination of opposition 
and independent parliamentarians. 

. The big majority won by the LDP 
means that it controls all 18 
parliamentary committees and will 
be nblc to act with a relatively free 
hand. However, the party's chief 
problems In the past have come 
from within through bitter fighting 
among factions. 

Political analysts said the 


fruding. suppressed by party 
members -during the election cam- 
paign following the death of former 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira. 
: is likely to rise again in the next few 
days. 

Th party must hold a caucus to 
decide who should become a party 
leader and prime minister .. 

TTie LDP gained in the poll by 
taking scats primarily away from 
the centrist Komeito (clean govern- 
ment) PArty which won 33 seats In 


the poll compared to 58 at dissolu- 
tion. ■ - . 

The Moscow-oriented Communist ' 
Party also dropped to 29 seats from 
41 in the previous parliament. The

for hostages 


PARTS. — Iranian Foreign 
Minister Sadegh Gotbzadeh said hi a 
television Interview here yesterday 
that the U.S. would have to make 

economic and political concessions 
to secure the release of the hostages 
seized by demonstrators at the U.S. 
Embassy in Teheran last 
November. 

Ghotbzadeh said he was "rather 
optimistic" about the new Iranian 
parliament's expected decision 
regarding the hostages. "A 
favourable decision could be taken 
within four or five weeks." he said. 

Asked whether the hostages’ 
release would be unconditional, the 
minister replied: "An uncon- 
ditional release Is not possible. The 
U.S. will have to make concessions, 
some of them economic, some of 
them political." 

Ghotbzadeh, here on a brief 
private visit, said the fate of the 
hostages was linked to "the 
behaviour of the U.S." 

“The Americans have not done 
anything foolish in the past two 
months and that is something of an 
achievement for American policy. 
If they do not do anymore foolish 
things, I am optimistic and I believe 
this problem will be solved in the 
shortest possible time." he said.

VENICE (Reuter). — The U.S. and 
its six main industrial allies yester- 
day resolved to make huge savings 
In their oil consumption over the 
next decade and said a solution to 
the energy crisis was the key to 
future prosperity. 

The leading non-communist in- 
dustrial nations said they would 
make "a co-ordinated, vigorous ef- 
fort" to save the equivalent of 15 to 
20 million barrels of oil a day by 
developing alternative energy 
sources. 


Britain, Italy, Canada and Japan 
committed their countries to doubl- 
ing coal production by early 1990 
and to Increased, use of nuclear 
power. 


Officials said present, oil con- 
sumption among the seven was 
between 32 and 33 million barrels a 
day. 

President Jimmy Carter and the 
leaders of France, West Germany, 


U.S. officials said their country 
intended to step up coal production 
from 800 million tons a year at pre- 
sent to 1.2 billion tons over the 
decade. 

To reduce dependence on even 
scarcer oil supplies, the seven 
leaders agreed at their annual 
economic summit to reduce the 
share of oil In total energy d em a n d 
from 53 per cent now to about 40 per 
cent in 10 years time. 

The seven leaders said their Im- 
mediate top priority was the reduc- 
tion of inflation, adding: "Deter- 


mined fiscal and monetary 
restraint is required to. break in- 
flationary expectations/ 1 

The communique summarizing 
the conclusions of the two-day sum- 
mit added: "We must retain effec- 
tive International coordination to 
carry out this policy of restraint, 
but guard against the; threat of 
growing unemployment and also to 
avoid a world-wide recession." 

The joint statement onr economic 
strategy in the 1980's was approved 

by Carter, French President Valery 
Giseard- d'Estaing, West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, Prime 
Ministers Margaret Thatcher of 
Britain, Francesco Cosaiga of Italy 
and Pierre Trudeau of Canada as 
well as Japanese Foreign Minister 
Saburo Oklta.

will deploy nuclear missiles 


BELGRADE (UPI). — Yugoslavia 
yesterday emphasized the good 
relations between Washington and 
Belgrade and stressed the 
significance of President Jimmy 
Carter's visit today — the first state 
visit by any leader since President 
Josfp Bros Tito's funeral last 
month. 

"The significance of the visit is so 
much greater as it takes place in 
aggravated international 
relations." Foreign Ministry 
spokesman MIrko Kalezic told a 
news conference. 

"Both sides will explain their 
views on the present dangerous 
situation and how to surmount it," 
he said. 

Kalezic* a statement, as well as 
similar statements In Yugoslav 
media commentary, gave further 
indication that foreign policy — in- 
cluding the Afghanistan issue — as 
well as bilateral and economic 
relations will play a large role in 
Carter's two-hour official talks to- 
day and working breakfast 
tomorrow morning. 

1 The list of Yugoslav officials 
Carter will meet is headed by Cvi- 
jetin Mijatovic. president of the 
eight-man state presidency which 
acts together as a collective 
leadership. 

The list, however, does not In- 
clude ahy of the .powerful figures 
within the ruling Communist Party, 
Indicating that the official contacts 
will follow strict governmental 
protocol. . 


VENICE (UPI). — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday described 
as “a good thing" the forthcoming 
visit to Moscow of West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

At a news conference at the con- 
clusion of the Venice summit, the 
president also stressed that the 
NATO countries will go ahead with 
the deployment of new nuclear mis- 
siles as planned. 


Carter safd they will start 
locating sites for the missiles this 
summer and they will be deployed 
by 1983. "I do not agree to any 
freeze in our plans," Carter said. 

Schmidt has called for a three- 
year moratorium to determine 
whether arma-limltatlon 
negotiations can be started with the 
Soviet Union. 


"If Schmidt's hopes are realized, 
I would be pleased and I would also 
be surprised." Carter said. 

He also told reporters he believes 
French President Valery Giseard 


d'Estaing’s recent meeting with 
Soviet President Leonid .Brezhnev 
in Warsaw was "a fruitful ex- 
change." 

Carter said he had no doubt that 
Schmidt will present the view of the 
allies to the Soviet leaders "In an 
unvarnished fashion and It will be a 
clear signal that the allies stand 
together... and that it is fruitless for 
them to try to drive a wedge 
between the allies." 

Carter said that If the Soviets stop 
deploying the SS-20 long-range mis- 
sile in Europe — which they are 
reported doing at the rate of two a 
month — it would be beneficial, but 
added that he doubted that would 
occur. 

The president reiterated the 
allies' position that there must be a 
"total and absolute" withdrawal by 
the Soviets from Afghanistan. 

He described the summit as "the 
best I've attended." 

It was Carter's fourth economic 
summit. 


Dissident emigrating to U.S. 


VIENNA (AP). — Russian dissi- 
dent Vladimir Borisov, deported on 
Sunday from the Soviet Union, 
yesterday was reported waiting in 
Vienna for his wife and child to 
emigrate to the U.S. 


Informed sources said Borisov, 
38, a co-founder of the Underground 
Free Trade Union (SMOT) in the 
Soviet Union, was recuperating 1 
with friends after Soviet police forc- 
ed him on the plane carrying 95 
Russian Jews bound for Israel. 


The Jewish Agency which 
handles arriving Jews said Borisov 
declared he did not want to go to 
Israel. 

An agency spokesman com- 
mented. "We passed his papers on 
to another aid group because he 


does not want to travel to Israel. We 
have nothing to do with Mr. Borisov 
any more." 

Borisov was arrested on June 3 on 
a Moscow street and driven away. 
•Nine days later his wife, Irina 
Kaplun, was told by authorities he 
was in custody In Leningrad. 

■ It was hot known if and when 
Borisov's wife and child, would be 
permitted to join him in the West. 

Sources said he was still under 
shock following his abrupt expul- 
sion from his homeland. 

While there was no word on his 
, health, the sources said the dissi- 
dent — who was arrested five times 
and spent some nine years in Soviet 
mental Institutions -— would be un- 
dergoing thorough metfical ch ecku ps 
in coming days. 


Rome prosecutor killed by gunman 


ROME (AP). — A young terrorist 
got off a motorcycle and fired three 
bullets into the back of the head of 
an assistant state prosecutor who 
was standing at a bus stop in a 
residential area north of Rome 
yesterday, killing him instantly, 
police reported. • 

Police said the gunman, wearing 
a helmet with a dark shield cover- 
ing his face, stepped from a motor- 


cycle driven by an accomplice, ap- 
proached Mario Amato, a 43-year- 
old anti-terrorist Investigator, and 
calmly fired. 

In separate phone calls to Italian 
newspapers, callers claimed the 
killing for both the far-right 
"Nuclei Armati Rivoluzionari" 
(NAR or Armed Revolutionary 
Nuclei) and the far-left Red 
Brigades.

safe. The lowest new fine, 11*300 (up 
from ILBO, or sixfold), is for park- 
ing in a no-parking area. Other 
"low" 11*500 fines (up from H*50, or 
tenfold), both concern non-drivers. 
They are for a pedestrian who 
to wait for the appearance at the 
."little green man" to allow fr*™ to 
cross safely at a traffic light, and — ' 
In a different vein altogether — for 
a bus passenger who persists in 
smoking in an area of the public 
conveyance where this la not per- 
mitted. 

In addition to the inflationary up- 
ward adjustments, the rates of in- 
crease clearly reflect the com- 
mittee's new evaluation of the 
severity of offences. One could 
argue that increasing only tenfold 
the fine for a pedestrian who 
chooses to endanger his life by 
crossing against a red light, is mis- 
placed mildness. 

Onthe other hand, increasing the 
fine for a driver and his front sea t 
passenger who. fall. to belt up only 
sixfold (from 11*250 to IL1.500) 
see fes to reflect the for* the 
law is widely observed. 

Here is a law one sees -broken 
often — driving on the left side of 
the road (11*1,500, up from 11*150). 
While this is briefly and inevitably 
permissible during overtaking, it 
constitutes a real danger in connec- 
tion with parking on the left ride of 


a two-way street. It involves driv- 
ing against the stream of traffic 
while pulling into and out of the 
parking position. The practice is 
unheard of In many countries, 
although it Is regarded almost like 
a birthright by some Israeli 
drivers. 

That often te m pt in g manoeuvre, 
the U-turn, wffl now cost 11*2,000 in- 
stead of 11*150. Failure to give a 
pedestrian the right-of-way at a 
crosswalk now costs 11 * 2,000 instead 
of H* 100 . 

Some other Increased fines are as 
follows. 

• Driving with a car licence ex.- 
pfcred up to six months, 31*1,500 (up 
from ILdOO). An expired driver's 
licence costs 11 * 1,000 ( 11 * 100 ). 

• Making an unlawful right or left, 
turn, 11*1,000 (11*50). 

• Failure to indicate a change of 
direction, 11*1,000 (11*150 ) ■ 

• Operating a musical horn or air 
horn, 11*2,000 (IL200). 

• Parking a. vehicle beside an in- 
terurben highway and using it as a 
stall for selling goods, 11*3,000. 
(This Is a new regulation.) 

• Parking in an "increased fine" 
sane. 11 * 1.000 ( 11 * 120 ). 

• Parking in a “no-stopping” zone, 
11*500 (11*80). 

• Parking dose to an intereseetton 
or pedestrian crosswalk, U. 1,000 
(11*150).

The effect of the new fines on 
' road safety and on the "quality of 
life," in the case of littering and 
smoking, depends entirely on the 
degree of police enforcement. It is 
to be hoped that greater efforts In 
this direction will be made.

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Europe dropped from 12X per cent 
in 1978 to 12 per cent last year, while 
GM slipped from 10.8 to 9.6 per 
cent. Ford bounced back posting 
record sales in the first three 
months of this year mainly because 
of a big demand in trucks. Truck 
sales jumped 21 per cent to 118 , 00 - 
Car sales were actually down one 
per cent, to 452,900. Ford’s healthy 
overseas profits kept the company 
in the black last year. Thanks to 
record foreign earnings of $l-4b., 
the company finished w ith a profit 
of flJSb., after losing 3200 m. on 
domestic: operations. This year, 
however, & profit of $809m. 
overseas in the first quarter was 
not enough to keep Ford out of the 
red as it lost 3473m. on U.S. sales. 
General Motors never discloses its 
overseas earnings but overall 
profits nose-dived to 3155m. in the 
first three months this year from 
31.25b. in the same period of 1979. 

Ford has one of the best-selling 
small cars in Europe in the fuel- 
conscious Fiesta. Late r this year It 
will unveil a new small car code- 
named the Erica, which it expects 
to have a big Impact both in Europe 


and on the U.S. market. The Erica’s 
design is strongly based on that of 
the Fiesta.

Ford analysts see a growth rate 
lapproachingHKper cent in Asia 1 and 
Latin America.

General Motors built a big 
assembly plant in Iran, but It has 
been shut down since an Islamic 
revolution toppled the Shah last 
year. 

However, GM still has much of 
the Middle East market to itself, as 
Ford is on the Arab boycott list 
because of dealings with Israel. 

Political considerations have not 
deterred both GM and Ford from 
investing heavily in Taiwan, ndr ap- 
parently jeopardized their 
prospects of bu sine ss with Peking. 

Ford boosted capacity 65 per cent 
at one of its plants in Taiwan last 
year and has embarked on further 
additions this year, while GM has 
just entered into a 3100 m. joint ven- 
ture to build trucks there. 

Ford got in first with Peking, 
ordering 32m. worth of tractor 
parts as a trial run on Chinese 
workmanship. The company hopes 
to follow up with Joint ventures to 
build trucks and tractors in China.

Volvo president Per Gyllenham-- 
mar said the firm 'a investment dur- 
ing 1979 in the field of energy 
research and development would 
play an Increasing role in Its future. 

Volvo produced 300,000 passenger 
can laat year, an increase of 3 per 
cent, and delivered 29,000 trucks, or 
24 per cent more than in 1978. Bus 


sales were up 89 per cent. 

Another highlight of the year was 
the cooperative production 
arrangement reached with 
Renault. 

Sales to North America for the 
Volvo group rose to 2.39b. kronor 
(3659m.) in. 1979, up 537m. kronor 
(3112m.). 

hi Europe, excluding the Nordic 
area, sales were 9.25b. kronor 
(32.1b.), up from 7.2b. kronor 
(31.6b.). In the Nordic area and 
Sweden sales totaled 8.79b. kronor 
(31.9b.). 

Volvo's average profit margin 
was 5.3 per cent last year, up from 
3.4 per cent In 1978 and 2.9 per cent 
in 1977.

Median age of 
cars in Sweden 
now 14.4 years 

STOCKHOLM. — Nearly 65 per 
cent of Sweden's 2.54m. passenger 
cars in 1979 proved to have one or 
more safety hazards. One in three 
was ordered off the road or sum- 
moned for a re Inspection, accor- 
ding to the 1980 edition of "Weak 
Points of Cars," published by the 
Swedish Motor Vehicle Inspection 
Company. 

Road worthiness has improved 
considerably since compulsory in- 
spection of motor vehicles was in- 
troduced in 1965, the report says. 

Over the last 13 years the median 
life of passenger cars has increased 
from just below 10 years to 14.4 
years in 1978, the company says. 
The corresponding figure for the 
U.S. is approximately li years. 

The lead was held by Volvo with 
17.9 years, followed by Mercedes- 
Benz with 15J and Volkswagen with 
14J5 years. Citroen came fourth 
with 13.8 years, and BMW and Opel 
tied for fifth place with 13.5 years. 

After about 16 years 27 per cent of 
all originally registered cars are 
still in use, the report concluded.

'The area surrounding Bonn is so 
beautiful," he said.

Wave of Japanese car imports 

threatens German makers 
on their own homeground

MUNICH. — The same folks 
who gave the world the 
Volkswagen, Audi. Mercedes and 
BMW are now worried that the peo- 
ple who brought us Hon das, Dat- 
suns, Toyotas, MQtshublshis and 
Mazdas are cutting them out on 
home base. 

In other words, the Japanese, 
with a lusty about of "banzai," are 
taking the ear market by storm in 
West Germany. 

If it sounds familiar to 
Americans, so will the ever louder 
cries of woe from West German 
automobile manufacturers and 
trade union leaders. 

During the first quarter of 1980 
virtually all West German makers 
recorded sharp declines — up to 28 
per cent — in new-car sales and 
registrations compared to the same 
period last year. Only one, 
Mercedes, recorded a slight in- 
crease of less than one per cent. 

All other European manufac- 
turers competing on the West Ger-f 
man market — the Italians, 
.French, Swedes, British, Russians, 
Foies and Czechoslovaks — also 
recorded declines: up to a whop- 
ping 85 per cent for Alfa-Romeo and 
38 per cent for British Leyland. 

But the Japanese ... ah, the 
Japanese, 'they are going great 
guns. All five brands on the market 
here reported sensational in- 
creases: 105 per cent for Honda, 89 


for Mitsubishi. 87 per cent for 
Toyota and 73 for Mazda. Datsun 
didn't do quite aa well, sales In- 
creasing by "only" 48 per cent. 

To be sure, the combined 
Japanese share of the total West 
German market is still small — 
slightly more than 4 per cent. But 
the handwriting Is on the wall. 

The reasons? Well, those, too. 
sound familiar. The Japanese cars 
are less expensive and more 
economical, and with petrol now 
costing more than $2.60 per gallon 
they make more sense than even a 
"Rabbit." 

But. and this hurts the West Ger- 
mans more than anything else, they 
are also better made and more 
reliable. According to the German 
Automobile Club, all Japanese 
brands have less breakdowns and 
mechanical failures than German 
or West European ones. The quari- 
governmental Technlscher 

Ueberwachungaverein (TDV), 
whose network of inspection 
stations checks all registered cars 
for safety every two years, reports 
that on the second inspection, when 
a car Is four years old, the Japanese 
ones show the least deficiencies. 

If West German manufacturers 
are registering surprise, they 
shouldn't. After all, the Japanese 
have already beat the Germans — 
on home ground — at games they 
once monopolized: cameras, op- 
tical goods, television receivers and 
audio equipment.

Customs clarifies ban on sale of tourist cars

SOME TEARS ago, I wrote an outline for a 
film script with the working title "On 
Finals,’’ which In aviation communication is 
a codeword meaning “I am on my final ap- 
proach and about to land.” The film told the 
story of an airline pilot on his last flight 
before retirement and what happened after. 
Here is the opening line: 

“Captain Harry Tremaine, having reach- 
ed the retirement age, on Monday was in 
charge of a Boeing 747 and responsible for 
the lives of some 480 passengers and crew, 
and on Tuesday In charge of the cat.” 

I sent the outline to a friendly producer, 
who promptly wrote back saying It was an in- 
teresting idea and a worthy theme (when 
producers use adjectives like that, it means 


they don’t want your stuff), but that it was 
about an old man and “old people, especially 
retired old people, are depressing. As 
Goldwyn said of good people, ‘they are not 
photogenic'.” It may yet see print one day as 
77ie unproduced films of Wim van Leer. 

Human redundancy is one of the most 
cruel concepts in the language, along with 
the military phrase “expendability." But it 
is an inevitable, if painful, part of our in- 
dustrial process, especially at management 
levels from the shopfloor to the boardroom. 
And for a very valid reason. Whereas in the 
bad old days all a job applicant wanted to 
know was whether the job was a permanent 
one and if it paid a living wage, the aspirant 
of today wants to know in advance when he 


them off at the top, you won’t get the®, to, 
enter at the bottom.” 

And competitive business and industry 
depends on "getting them to enter at the bot- 
tom” preferably young, since productivity 
statistics have shown that what has not been 
achieved by age 40 is not likely to be achiev- 
ed. It’s like turkeys — what has not been 
achieved at five months is not likely to be 
achieved and further feeding is not “cost- 
effective." The remedy is obvious. 

The present custoxhary retirement age has 
only been maintained because of a shortage 
of staff and, since the wages are nowadays 
the smallest part of the cost of an employee, 
it pays to get rid of those of, let's call it less 
than star quality — and that is almost 90 per 
cent of the work force — by offering financial 
incentives for "early retirement.” However, 
the moment there is an ample supply of 


suitable personnel, the weeding process will 
start, and in some branches has already 
started (on the U.S. West Coast there are 
reputedly 75,000 Ph.Ds out of work), and the 
retiring age is bound to come tumbling down.

. environment, living standards and JiealtiL 
services. In 1900, the expectation of life was 
48. (Bismarck in 1883 knew what he was do- 
ing when he set the pensionable age at 65. It 
was easier on the petty cash that way.) In 
1975 it was 72, and by the end of this century 
it is expected to be 80, unless the atom bombs 
get there first. This means that people will 
then have to somehow keep themselves busy 
for some 25 to SO years, a period of leisure 
equivalent to their working life-span. 

Now apart from hippies and other 
casualties of our socio-economic system, we 
all attest to the therapeutic benefits of 
regular work. It gives life an Internal and ex-, 
temal rhythm, sets challenges, absorbs 
energy and, on top of it all, earns the rent. 
For that reason the vast sums poured into 
education are directed toward vocational 
preparation.

budget on monthly sums that each 
resident pays, based on a govern- 
ment calculated scale.

Talking with residents of the 
home, I had a difficult time, 
because I heard only praise for both 
management and employees. 

Even though the home hasn't 
been open for a year. It Is full and 
there is a waiting list of 100 persons 
wanting to enter.

sons. 

Moshe decided to join a home for 
the aged, found the home in 
Hadera. passed the entrance com- 


mittee, and came to live at the 
home. 

Now he is so happy that his 
children are complaining that he 
does -not come to visit them or his 
grandchildren enough, especially 
on the Sabbath and holidays. He ex- 
plains that he is "gabbi," caretaker 
of the synagogue at the home, and If 
he was not at the home on Satur- 
days and holidays there would not 
be a mlnyan. 

Each resident I spoke to seemed 
to have found some special activity 
which keeps him excited and full of 
energy. 

One resident on his own Initiative 
has cut through municipal red tape 
to allow him to take a group of 
young high school pupil volunteers 
to plant a small park next to the 
home. 

Nearly everyone I talked to prais- 
ed the manager, Arie Ben IsraeL 
He told me that everything he was 
doing was "natural" for him — he 


didn’t feel that he was doing 
something out of the ordinary. 

What was his training for this 
job? Most of his adult life, 30 years, 
he spent in the Israel Defence 
Forces, working In the 
Maintenance Division, and leaving 
with the rank of Sgan Aluf. 

Except for a short stint when be 
worked in a geriatric hospital, he 
had never dealt with the aged. 

Ben Israel was orphaned at the 
age of three and was sent to a 
Jewish orphanage in Pqpantf. Age 
11, the Nazis transferee! Mm from 
the orphanage to Auschwitz. 

A man who never had parents is 
now running a home for "parents.” 
A man who as a boy was an inmate 
of a “home,” and rembers the 
treatment there, is now trying to 
make this “home” a true and warm 
place for the residents. 

“When a person comes here for a 
career, or Just to work, I tell him

Linda Feldman remembers "the first and best person in my life." 


always wore a hat (it didn’t matter 
where she went). She signed an X 
when a package arrived parcel 
post. She was especially proud that 
her X was in Washington on the 
paper that gave pe rmissi on for one 
of her sons to enter WWH. underage. 

She preferred a coal stove to a 
modem oil burner. She didn’t trust 
any modern conveniences. In fact, 
she didn't trust. Her favourite song 
was "Always.” . 

She once told the bride’s family at 
her grandson’s wedding that she 
was related to the Queen of 
England (they were from . Salem. 
North Carolina and believed her). 


She told me that the walls have 
ears. She also told me that your 
husband should he your best friend 
(I didn’t understand it then). 

She put pots of water on window 
sills during, a thunderstorm. She 
honoured all superstitions and 
made up her own. 

She wore her long silver hair In 
braids, which were pinned up with 
an amber barret when she was 
okay and were left dangling down 
when she was upset. She talked, to 
herself incessantly (that used to 
frighten me). She covered her food 
up when my father walked by. She 
never ate anything that w6s opened 


by someone else. Her standard 
breakfast was three thick slices of 
black bread, loaded with butter, 
two soft boiled eggs, several cups of 
strong coffee and a tall glass of hot 
water to wash It all down. She loved 
strawberry shortcake. She used to 
make a vanilla ice cream soda with 
cream soda on very hot nights. 

She made cookies and used a 
drinking glass as a cookie cutter. 
All of her baked goods tasted exact- 
ly the same. She defined the Jewish 
holidays by the different foods she 
cooked. She loved to feed my brother 
and myself. She never told us in ad- 
vance what was going to be for 


plRCC for him. I demand from 
myself, and from the workers, that 
they must give that little extra in- 
gredient, called — Jove . If they 
can’t give love then. they can not 
succeed here;” Ben Israel told me. 

' Since his budget is very tight, the 
“extra” activities must be carried 
out on a voluntary basis. Ben 
Israel, an active member of the 
local Freemason Temple, per- 
suaded local freemasons to con- 
tribute some of their time. One 
freemason gives a weekly lesson in 
the portion of the week of the Bible 
and holds weekly games for file 
residents — the present big bit be- 
ing bingo. Another freemason 
brings slides or movies. 

There are dozens of volunteers 
who perform tasks from helping 
some residents to dress or sew a 
button to taking them out for a 
walk. 

. One of the volunteers. Sonia 
Ta'acobi. is the same age as some 
of the residents (bora In 1908), and 
has been living alone in Kfar Vitkin 
moshav since her husband died. 

“After my husband passed away, 
I began to think that there must be 
many people in my age group who 
are lonely and need someone to give 
them confidence. Someone whom 
they can talk to and.can understand 
them better. You simply do not 
know how much it means for these 
people to find someone who is will- 
ing simply to listen to them.” 

She is proud that she was one of 
the pioneers of the moshav move- 
ment. Today she is better known 
because of her son, former Minister 
of Transportation Gad Y&’acobL 
One of the innovations that Mrs. 
Ya’acobi brought to the home, is 
the holding of a monthly birthday 
party. On that afternoon, all the 
residents gather in their best 
clothes, and all those celebrating a 
birthday during the previous month 
are honoured. At the beginning 
some of the residents ridiculed it as 
sort of being “childish.” But now it 
Is one of the major events of the 
home, and many of the residents 
anxiously await the party. 

. There are 110 residents and 82 
employees. Fifty per cent of the 
' employees are medical workers, 
such as physiotherapists, nurses, 
and doctors. 

Residents pay the whole monthly 
sum if they can afford it. If not they 
pay according to their means, and 
the rest Is supplented by the 
Ministry of Health and Welfare. 

According to Ben Israel, 75 per 
cent of the budget goes on wages, 
about 10 per cent for food and the 
remaining 15 per cent goes for 
water, electricity and general 
maintenance, including the buying 
of different medications. 

Thus, for the little comforts in 
life, there Is no budget One of the 
residents said he wished someone 
would donate several air con- 
ditioners to the home. Moshe is 
looking for someone to donate a se- 
cond sefer tora for the- synagogue. 
He even has special demands, such 
as that file scroll shouldn’t be too 
big or heavy otherwise the 
residents will not be able to carry It. 

Iser, who ■ was once an in- 
dustrialist, summed up our visit by 
stating that the home is perfect. If 
he has any complaints he said. 
It is towards his children. They 
should be more Involved in the ac- 
tivities of the home, maybe even 
come more often. 


dinner. She crocheted doilHes and 
tableclothes, made quilts, up- 
holstered furniture, ironed clothes 
Uke a Chinese laundry and loved to 
give presents. 

She was also a marvellous 
trouble-maker, agitator, 
manipulator and tyrant. She was 
the best defence attorney I ever 
had.

JERUSALEM'S Musrara district 
has a long street called Shivtel 
Israel, where you can find a com- 
plex of stone buildings which in 
name and in deed are a Lifeline for 
the Old. 

Here, in a labyrinth of court- 
yards. rooms and corridors, is a 
hive of activity where elder 
craftsmen and women are engaged 
in some 13 workshops producing an 
extraordinary variety of high quali- 
ty arts and crafts. The work in- 
cludes boutique-style clothing and 
accessories; hooked rugs; 
needlepoint samplers; macramfi 
wall hangings and shoulder bags; 
enamel ware; jewellery; or- 
naments in beaten metal and 
painted, smooth stones; ceramics; 
cuddly toys. Many of the items are 
sold in Lifeline's Elder Craftsman 
shops. 

Overseeing this 450-member task 
force, is a petite, dynamic grey- 
haired bundle of energy called 
Myriam Mendelow. The founder 
and director of Lifeline, she will 
take you on a grand tour of the 
premises, talking at lightning speed 
and walking at almost the same 
pace. 

Barely pausing In every section, 
she manages to embrace and en- 
courage individual workers without 
in any way losing the thread of her 
conversation. In the book bindery, 
she praises the immaculate 
craftsmanship of a 90-year old man, 
whose face lights up in 
acknowledgement. 

A school teacher for 24 years In 
Jerusalem's poorest 

neighbourhoods, Myriam 

Mendelow was a long-time witness 
to the problems of the aged. She 
saw them lose their pride and their 
dignity in a society which neglected 
and often rejected them. She watch- 
ed them sitting listless and rheumy- 
eyed on pavements and In alley- 
ways, dependent for sustenance on 
the few coins dropped by passers- 
by. At night-fell, she saw them shuf- 
fle ’home to lonely, dreary rooms 
lacking In hygiene and elementary 
conveniences. 

Their plight went against the 
grain of all Jewish teaching and 
values. It seemed as if Israel had 
been created only for the young. 
Myriam Mendelow set about mak- 
ing sure that there would also be a 
place for the old. 

The battle with officialdom was 
long and hard, but she remained 
refitment and determined. Her con- 
frontations with government and 
municipal authorities were dif- 
ficult. drawn-out struggles. “You 
must not discard the old,” she 
told them. "You must not push, 
them out. Compulsory retirement Is 
a sin If people are still capable and 
willing to work." 

Eventually, the authorities gave 
in, and 20 years ago, Lifeline went 
Into operation. In addition to the 
workshops, it comprises a training 
centre, a day centre and a Meals on 
Wheels kitchen serving 200 people a 
day. 

Lifeline is ecumenical. No dis- 
tinctions are made between Jews, 
Christians or Moslems. They all 
work well together and there is 


nothing to distinguish one from 
another. 

Lifeline used to run a dental 
clinic, which at minimal cost 
provided dentures for elderly peo- 
ple, but two. years ago, the 
Municipality withdrew its funding 
of the clinic and there were no other 
financial resources to keep It open. 
AH the equipment is still there, 
protected by a locked door, waiting 
for a benefactor. 

The profits from the workshops 
account for only 50 per cent of 
Lifeline's budget. Goods are sold at 
prices somewhat lower than they 
would fetch In the more commer- 
cial sections of the city. Everyone is 
paid for the work they do, except 
for those people who stipulate that 
they are there .In a voluntary 
capacity. Most of the instructors 
are volunteers who can vouch that 
it Is a fallacy to proclaim that you 
can't teach an old dog new tricks. 
The majority of the elder craftsmen 
learned their skills on Lifeline's 
premises.’ 

Lifeline is not limited to the aged 
alone. There are more than 60 peo- 
ple, defined by Hameshakem as 
“hopelessly handicapped" who 
have found hope at Lifeline and who 
are creating beautiful work. 

Municipal and" government sup- 
port for the project are inadequate 
and some departments, of Lifeline 
have been disbanded for lack of 
funds. Gifts and donations don’t 
stretch far enough to cover deficits. 

To combat this situation, Myriam 
Mendelow has dreamed up a new 
scheme — a multi-ethnic condltoria 
with a terrace coffee shop. 
Jerusalemites remembering the 
cakes and cookies they used to eat 
in their grandmothers’ kitchens, 
will undoubtedly flock to this new 
venture, still in the planning stage 
and the elderly bakers will be 
assured of ample appreciation. 

Rehabilitation of the aged was 
not Myriam Mendelow's only pur- 
pose in founding Lifeline. She 
wanted to build a bridge between 
the generations, to teach young peo- 
ple to respect and admire the aged, 
and equally important, to com- 
municate with them. The main 
foundation for this bridge Is the 
book-bindery which restores the 
tattered text-books of thousands of 
Jerusalem school children. Schools 
from all over the capital send in job 
lots of books which at first glance 
appear to be beyond repair, and get 
them hack in almost brand-new 
condition. Often the youngsters will 
bring the books in themselves. 
Some of them become Lifeline 
volunteers, adopting surrogate 
grandparents whom they visit in 
their homes to say “Shabbat 
Shalom" or whom they accompany 
on shopping excursions. 

Lifeline for. the Old is not your 
regular sheltered workshop in 
which most activities are mundane. 
There is an ever-growing diversity 
In ^ production lines to challenge 
creative minds — and there is ah 
emphasis on the modem, so that 
irrespective of their own biological 
ages, workers are producing accor- 
ding to the times in which they live. 
This helps them to stay young in 
spirit.

TEL AVIV. - Prof. C. Northcote 
Pnrklnson -- who hns spent many 
long and Joyous years tilting at the 
windmill called "red tape" — has 
the Englishman's dry sense of 
humour, which helps to make his 
serious message more palatable. 
And he needs a sense of humour, for 
he is the first to admit that despite, 
his long and arduous fight, and ex- 
planations which have made hia 
name and his "laws" household 
words, "red tape," which sym- 
bolizes strangling bureaucracy, la 
on the increase in all governments. 

So. in a world In which 
bureaucracy is (despite bis efforts l 
evidently here to stay, the first 
question we put to him was: "How 
does the individual survive as an In- 
dividual?" 

"He doesn't." Prof. Parkinson 
answered. Then he had second 
thoughts, for he added: "Well, the 
first practical step is to buy all my 
book* and study them thoroughly." 

"But that will make you a rich 
man and make me a poor man." 

"Oh. no, no. You may become 
poor in money, but you’ll be rich in 
wisdom." 

His last words were almost 
drowned out. tor-right then a small 
airplane flew low over the patio of 
the Tel Aviv Hilton Hotel, making 
all the guests look up In anger. But 
he was the only one to say 
something. "Why doesn't the hotel 
set up an anti-aircraft battery on 
the roof and blow that plane out of 
the air?'* 

And a few seconds later, when the 
plane made another sweep over the 
patio, he let go with a "there’s that 
same bloody aircraft again." 

"What do you think about the 
situation In Israel?" 

"Well,' I just got off the plane 
yesterday, so I really can't say. No. 
wait a moment. I think that my 
meetings and lectures here will 
have a tremendous Impact on 
Israeli bureaucracy. I can already 
see the line on the red-tape chart. It 
has climbed until I came here, and I 
can already visualize it falling, and 
falling drastically after I finish my . 
visit. And if it doesn’t, well. I’ll be 
on a plane for home in a week and I 
won't be around to see If I've 
succeeded or not. Let others teat 
my success." 

But fearing that someone might 
take him seriously, he added, "I'm 
really not willing to take a bet on 
bureaucracy falling here, or any 
other place in the world, except in

industry, where it has been falling 
for some time." 


The reason he believes it won’t 
decrease in the civil service but will 
do so in private Industry is that 
these two spheres of activity play 
entirely different roles. Private 
business is geared, to making a 
profit: government Is not.' If 
anything, government Is poking Us 
nose Into the field of industry, and 
this is harmful. "The government 
should get out of the productive sec- 
tor. The role of government is to 
create that atmosphere In which in- 
dustry can flourish, not the op- 
posite." 

The question came up Inevitably, 
what happens when a businessman 
f Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz’ 
name was mentioned) gets info 
government. 

"It's a move doomed to failure. 
Business is business and politics is 
politics. They don't use the same 
rules. A good businessman can’t be 
a good politician. For the 
businessman bas to cater to profits; 
the politic tan has to please the 
"mob" and worry about being re- 
elected." 


only succeeded in stopping them 
from' increasing. 

"What really happens," Prof. 
Parkinson explained, "is that the 
bureaucrats do the firing. When 
there is strong pressure to cut the 
civil service, they fire the nurses 
who tend the sick and the firemen 
who put out the fires. The 
bureaucrats stay. And then there is 
strong public pressure for better 
medical care, for more efficient 
fire-fighting activities. The nurses 
and firemen are re hired. Nothing 
changes." 

: Bureaucracy, then. Is here not 
only to stay, but to send out ten- 
drils, snaring more and more inno- 
cent people. 

"The only way to get rid of red 
tape in government is through a 
revolution. Then the red tape is 
' throttled with the same zeal with 
which it has throttled others for so 
many years.” But there is no happy 
ending. "When the revolutionaries 
come to power they set up their own 
bureaucracy, and the circle starts 
all over again." 


Question: "Don't you feel a bit 
funny that you have a woman (Mrs. 
Thatcher) for a prime minister) 
Don't you think -It shows that 
England is degenerating, since no 
capable man could be found for the 
Job?" 


Inflation — especially in Israel, 
where everything was linked and 
prices went up at about the same 
rate as spending power — was, still 
dangerous. "The problem Is that 
the people stop saving, and this 
means stopping Investments In the 
means of production. A person says 


to himself: Why should I save If the 
value of my savings constantly 
falls? it’s better to buy a Rolls- 
Royc c car for £30,000 or £40,000 and 
enjoy myself. Or take a trip abroad. 
When money has no value, at least 
. I've enjoyed myself; Tve been to 
. Tokyo, or Teheran — I was there, 
and now 1 have an experience 
which few others can hope to have 
in the near, future." 

"We have inflation in the entire 
western world. Do you think that 
. western civilization, as we know It; 
Is on the decline?” 

“Definitely. Western civilization 
began about the year 1,000 and 
probably reached Its peak between 
1750 and 1850. Then we had a 
brilliant outburst of music, intellec- 
tual thought, scientific, advances, 
morality, and so on. What looks like 
civilization today is only the late 
flowering of that period, mainly In 
the .field of technology. 
Nevertheless, western: civilization 
may continue for another thousand 
years, -but It will be on a steady 
.decline.” 

Which civilization will inherit the 
earth? “The Chinese. They have 
the huge masses of people ; they 
have the Intelligence; they will lead 
the future, although the Russians 
might jump Into the limelight for a 
brief period.'* 

"What about the Japanese?" 

“They will be overshadowed by 
the Chinese. 1 ’ He began looking 
around the hotel, and then said, 
“That’s funny. Every time I'm in a 
Hilton in mf travels: around the 
world, I also see groups of in- 
dustrious and kind Japanese, 
always carrying cameras. 
Something's wrong with this 
Hilton." Then he Looked around, 
and sitting two tables away was a 
Japanese gentleman. .. 

"This Hflton is. just like all the 
others," he said with ;* chuckle. 
Another Parkinson statement had 
become a law. 


Egypt’s net oil I Tighter rules regarding 


income $19m. a day gold, gifts and legacies 


CAIRO (API. ' — Deputy Premier 
and Minister of Petroleum Eateldin 
Hiial predicted that Egypt's oil in- 
come in. fiscal 1980-81 will probably 
top the S2b. mark, making oil 
Egypt's biggest foreign currency 
earner, the daily "A1 Abram" 
reported yesterday. 

Crude oil production has been go- 
ing up about 20 per cent annually In 
the last three years, and analysts 
expect the trend to continue at least 
through 1983. At the same time 
Egypt is charging substantially 
more for Its oil than OPEC coun- 
tries, even though it is not a 
member of OPEC. 

Egypt uses about one-third of Its 
■ domestic production and exports 
the rest. The exported oil is sold by 
contract ta the highest bidder, 
usually at ‘spot market prices. 

Hiial told the energy committee 
that current gross income from oil 
production was $7b. annually, with 
a net profit of fl.fib.. the dally 
newspaper reported. 

He said net income from oil in 
1980-81 would reach 82.01b., or 
519m. per day.' - . .

Kuwait loans $45m. 
for Arab developments 

KUWAIT (AP). — The Kuwait 
Fund for Arab Economic Develop- 
ment yesterday granted loans 
totalling f45m. to Mall, Cyprus, 
North Yemen, Djibouti and Gambia 
to help finance development pro- 
jects. 

The fund. gave 516m. to Mall for 
financing the construction of a 228 
km. highway project A 57m. loan 
was extended to North Yemen lor 
financing an irrigation project. 

Cyprus was granted a $10 m. loan 
for financing irrigation and potable 
water supply projects. 

Gambia got 55.5m. for the River 
Gambia wharves development 
project, and Djibouti 38m. for. a 
dairy plant project.

Using company car may cost more I Shares firmer in market rebound 


Users of company -owned cars 
would have to pay more income tax 
from July 1, according to a 
Treasury proposal submitted 
yesterday to the Knesset Finance 
Committee. 

For a car with an engine of up to 
l.OOOcc., the amount regarded as in- 
come for tax purposes (since the 
personal use of a company-owned 
car is considered equivalent to cash 
Income) la currently IS400 a month. 
This will go up to 131,080 a month. 

Those who have cars with engine 
capacities of 1.000-1,600 cc. will 
have IS 1.380 a month added to their 
taxable income. Instead of the 
current IS560. For cars of 1,601- 
3300 cc., the Imputed income will 


become ISl,922 instead of IS560, 
and for still bigger cars — IS2.206 a 
month instead of IS730. - 

The additional Income tax 
collected from users of company- 
owned cars will be between ISS00 
and I SI .200 a month, according to' 
size of car. 

The tax-administration document 
supporting the proposal, which will 
be taken up by the Knesset Finance 
Committee in the near future, says 
that the Treasury now joaes 
IS 200m. a year, at 1979 prices 
(equivalent to 13400m. at current 
' prices),- from an unrealistic assess- 
ment of the value of the personal 
use of employer-owned cars In lieu 
of cash salaries. 


Bank of Israel and Statistics 
Bureau differ on foreign debt 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

Israel's foreign debt amounted to 
$15. 663b. by the end of January 
1980, compared with $13. 153b. at the 
end of 1978, according to the latest 
monthly report of the Bank of 
Israel’s monthly review. 

The Bank of Israel’s definition of 
the foreign debt differs from that of 
the Central Bureau -of Statistics, 
which includes. credits granted by 
Israeli banks to foreign banks and 
residents. These amounted, by the 
end of 1979, to an additional 64.1b., 
and thus bring the total external 
debt to $19. 7b. The banks' 
obligations to foreign companies 
and individuals are, however, 
matched by deposits abroad and by 
other assets. 

In January, the foreign debt as 
defined by the Bank of Israel grew 
by $111 m.. less than 1 per cent 
Long-term obligations accounted 
for 73.2 per cent of the total debt. 

Most of Israel's government debt 

— 84.2 per cent — is in U.3. dollars, 
and 11.8 per cent is quoted In 
Deutschmarks. The share of dollar- 
denomlnated private debt is similar 

— 88.6 per cent. The preponderance 
of dollar-denominated debt means 
that, with the devaluation of the 


U S. dollar, the real burden of 
Israel's debt service declines as 
time goes on. 

According to the report, Israelis 
spent $l-4b. on travel and 
maintenance in the 12 months, 

- February 1979- January 1980. com- 
pared With $940m. in the preceding 
12 months. The increase is 52 per 
cent, and most of it 1 s presumably 
attributable to more foreign travel. 

Income for interest and dividends 
received from abroad fell, from 
$^8.fixn. in December to $58.4m. in 
January, but rose by 53 per cent for 
the' 12-month period February 1979- 
January 1980. Israeli firms and In- 
dividuals received $741.1 m. in these 
12 months, compared with $483. lm. 
a year ago. 

However, payments of dividends 
and Interest to foreign firms and in- 
dividuals were not only larger ab- 
solutely — $1 ,120.2m. compared 
with $610. 8m. in the period 
February 1978- January 1979 — but 
also relatively: the increase was 88 
per cent, as against a 53 per cent in- 
crease in revenue. 

Cash transfers accruing to Israeli 
residents rose by 41 per cent from 
$1.238b. last year to $1.742b. In the 
12 months ending this January.

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Likud oils up for elections 


THE ELECTION campaign is on. The first shot may be said to 
have been fired a fortnight ago already, when Mr. Begin gave 
his reason for refusing to advance the date of the next election. 

Ta pall the people any time soon about their choice of govern- 
ment, he proposed, would mean to turn the country over to the 
Labour Alignment — and therefore to hand Judea and Samaria 
over to the PLO. Mr. Begin was too much of a patriot to allow 
Israelis the luxury of so treasonable a choice. 

Now. to celebrate the Likud's third anniversary in power, 
comes the director-general of the prime minister's office, with a 
roll-of-honour of the Likud government's achievements. These, 
suggests Mattityahu Shmuelevitz, are so Impressive that they 
would Induce the electorate to vote the Likud into power again 
— if only the media did not deliberately seek to hide and distort 
them. 

This, then, Is the double-barrelled Ukud election campaign 
argument: you mustn't vote for the Alignment, because they 
are the friends of the PLO.and, you should cast your ballot for 
the Likud again, because It has brought. you peace, strength, 
prosperity, economic freedom, ally a, progress, and good 
government. 

A bold list indeed. Mr. Shmuelevitz also credits the Likud for 
removing party favouritism from government employment. 
Until three years ago, it appears, state officials were virtually 
all party (i.e„ Labour Party) appointees. Now, for the first 
time, they have been granted civil service status. 

It evidently did not occur to Mr. Shmuelevitz that In making 
(and repeating, over the media, all day long) this Incredible 
electioneering claim, he might somehow be offending against 
the spirit of & democratic civil service, to which he himself 
belongs. 

Even as a strict party manifesto, the Shmuelevitz memoran- 
dum is a rather remarkable performance. The (quickly dis- 
appearing) measures of economic liberalization it lists are now 
recognized (even by their own early backers) as responsible In 
not insignificant measure for the country's rampant inflation, 
now the highest in the world. 

Mr. Shmuelevitz argues, however, that had the people fore- 
seen that the present regime would secure them both peace and 
a 200 per cent inflation, they still would have opted for it. He 
may be right, although it is hard to tell how he knows. 

But if Mr. Begin should be given his due for this achievement, 
hla contribution ought to be set in perspective. He made it possi- 
ble, in the first place, by disposing of Mr. Begin, the opposition 
leader. He signed the peace agreement, moreover, under a 
profound misconception. He believed he was trading Sinai for a 
permanent Israeli hold over Judea, Samaria and Gaza. 

This terrible error will in the future have to be corrected — 
even by the Likud Itself if, despite the present polls, it stays on. 
This will not be the result of any benevolent disposition towards 
the PLO, but of a plain recognition of ineluctable facts. Perhaps 
foreseeing this, Mr. Begin is placing the blame in advance on 
the Alignment. 

Such drum-beating, of which the premier has given thfipeople 
a foretaste, promises to make the coming Likud election cam- 
paign an exercise in fomenting hysteria rather than rational 
debate. 


New directions in Iraq 


LAST SATURDAY, general elections were held throughout 
Iraq. Candidates had to obtain the prior approval of the Ba'ath, 
the only legal party, and the results were predictably a triumph 
for the country's new absolute ruler, President Saddam Hus- 
sein. 

It would, however, be wrong to dismiss these elections, the 
first in Iraq since the bloody overthrow of the monarchy 22 
years ago, as a meaningless charade. At the very least they 
suggested an intention, especially designed for the attention of 
the West, to leave more than two decades of the most barbaric 
despotism behind, and to embark on a fresh course that might 
strike observers, at least in the West, as moderately civilized. 

It is almost as though. Lavrenti Berla had won power in 
Moscow and, through elections, were to set up a communist 
system with a more-or-less human face. 

Some facts about the. conduct of the elections are worth 
noting. There were 840 candidates for the 250 National Assembly 
seats. Among the winners there were, for the first time. 14 
women. Several cabinet mentaers faced a challenge, and one of 
them, Minister for State Affairs Hashem Akkawi, was defeated. 

Contrary to the tradition in Arab countries professing to run 
democratic elections, no claims have been made that the Ba'ath 
(or the president's men, for that matter) won 99.B per cent of the 
vote. 

Clearly Iraq 1s undergoing a process of political reorientation 
which manifests Itself In several directions. 

Iraq is distancing Itself from the Soviet Union — and, without 
renewing the cold war with Syria, is increasingly disengaging 
itself from warlike commitments to its western neighbour. The 
rift between the two Ba’ath-ruled states has gone so far that 
Syria, in the view of some experts, Is no longer counting on Iraq 
as a partner in the Eastern Front. j 

At the same time, Iraq has not allowed itself to be provoked I 
into open warfare by Khomeini’s Iran to the east. Iraqi ! 
energies, and oil profits, are being Invested in large-scale 
economic and social development. External ties are being ex- 
panded mainly with the West. 

Yet does dll this mean that Iraq is becoming less unhinged on 
the subject of Israel? Unfortunately, the signs of any such 
change are still lacking. 

So long as Iraqi spokesmen keep calling for Israel's elimina- 
tion — and so long as Iraq is pursuing a course of nuclear arma- 
ment, the one obvious target of which la Israel — this country 
cannot view Iraq with equanimity.

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THE INCOMING chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 
Howard M. Squadron, does not 
believe that American Jews should 
publicly criticize the policies of the 
Israeli government. Specifically, 
he's unhappy about public letters 
signed by American Jews critical of 
Israel’s stance. 

“I think they give the media a 
field day,” Squadron told The 
Jerusalem Post In an interview. "I 
think they give the (Carter) ad- 
ministration the notion, that the 
Jewish community is divided, and 
therefore, it (the administration) 
does not really have to respond to 
what is the underlying concern in 
the Jewish community for Israel 
and its security. E think the letters 
are terribly unconstructive." 

Squadron, president of the 
American Jewish Congress, con- 
tinued : “I'll tell you what it does do. 
It gives you something to write 
about and lt gives a lot of people the 
pleasure of seeing their names in 
the newspaper.” 

Only last -week, some 90 
American Jews, many of them 
prominent, signed an advertise- 
ment In support of the Peace Now 
movement In Israel. The statement 
called for a halt to additional Israeli 
settlements. Zt endorsed “the 
Palestinians 1 right to a national en- 
tity.” In recent years, such letters 
dissenting from official Israeli 
policy have become increasingly 
more commonplace on the 
American Jewish scene.

The 
notion that you bad to have a 
demonstration at the gates of the 
White House to -convey a view was 
completely mistaken. The view had 
very clearly been conveyed. He 
(Sharon) did not understand that." 

But wbat especially angered 
Squadron and many other 
American Jewish leaders was the 
impression that Sharon's “public 
appeal seemed to give credibility” 
to the accusation that the- 
presidents' conference merely 
followed Israeli direction. 

“That's the most unhelpful thing, 
because that could result in our 
total Ineffectiveness — if the 
presidents' conference is perceived 
as simply parroting or repeating 
Israeli positions, rather than as a 
voice of American Jewlah 
organisations, speaking in terms of 
U.S. destiny, which is what it should 
be.”

Confrontation years 


Labour’s continued control of the Histadrut has prevented 
the Likud from bidding for exclusive social dominance 
since it took power in 1977, writes GAVRIEL BARTAL. 


FIVE WEEKS after Israel's 
political upheaval of May 17, 1977, 
the Likud government assumed 
power. On the same day, another 
event of decisive importance took 
place on Israel's political scene — 
the so called "counter-upheaval" in 
the elections to Hlstadrut’e 13th 
convention. There the Alignment 
retained its strength — receiving 56 
v, per cent of the vote, compared to 
the 26.4 per cent which it managed 
to collect ai the Ninth Knesset elec- 
tions. 

In absolute figures, too — the 
Alignment’s achievement in the 
Histadrut was more than convin- 
cing. It received some 70,000 votes 
more than it did in the Knesset poll, 
even though the total Histadrut 
electorate amounted to only the 
half of the Knesset turnout. 

Workers, young people and 
residents of development towns, 
who had turned their backs on the 
Alignment in the Knesset elections, 
were stunned by the aggregate 
result of their votes, and returned 
to the Alignment in the Histadrut 
vote. At the same time, thousands 
of kibbutz members also rallied to 
the Alignment's side, bringing back 
to its ranks a sense of renewed 
capability and self-confidence. 

The outcome of the. Histadrut 
elections created a new situation, 
new conditions and unprecedented 
challenges In the Hlstadrut- 
govemxnent relations: for the first 
time in Israel's history, they were 
headed by representatives of two 
camps opposed in their political, 
economic and social outlooks. As a 
result, both sides have since been 
engaged In confrontations as well 
as In talks and negotiations. 

The Histadrut ’s position was con- 
sistent, both in principle and in 
-practice: In favour of negotiations, 
even to the extent of joining a possi- 
ble tripartite agreement or 
package deal (the third party being 
the Manufacturers Association). 
Time and again, however, the ' 
government disrupted the moves, 
whether for what they considered to 
be Ideological reasons, for tactical 
considerations, or lately, due to 
what seems to be just the absence of 
any defined social and economic 
policy. 


elusive control of the main sources 
of political and economio 
dominance In the country. A poten- 
tial risk to the orderly flow of the 
democratic process was averted. * 

Indeed, the present government 
read the message of the Histadrut 
election -results and conducted its 
relations with Histadrut — with the 
exception of some harsh tunes — by 
honouring the .rules of free trade 
union struggle, as accepted and 
taken for granted in the Industrial 
democracies of the Western World. 

The present government's great 
failure lies in the social and 
economic sphere. The Ideology of 
minimizing the state’s involvement 
In the social and economic process 
— based on 19th-century doctrines 
of classic liberalism coated with 
some of Prof. Milton Friedman’s 
modernistic overhaul — served as 
the deus ex ma china bf the October 
1977 "economic upheaval" . 

But this quickly, turned out to be 
In sharp contrast with the specific 
needs of Israel as a developing, 
pioneering country, surrounded by 
enemies. 

It was the attempt to put laisser 
faire ideology Into practice which 
led to rates of Inflation un- 
precedented not only In the history 
of this country, but also unknown 
anywhere since World War II. 

The Inflationary spiral Initiated 
by former finance minister Slruha 
Ehrlich’s policies and further 
accelerated by his successor Yig&el 
Hurvitz, unprecedentedly widened 
Israel's balance of payments gap 
and pushed Its external and inter- 
nal debts to new heights. 

Simultaneously, social and 
economic gaps sharpened, hitting 
(in. particular the weak strata of the 
population; slum dwellers, young 
couples and large families. New 
limitations were put on welfare ser- 
vices and the already severe hous- 
ing situation has even further com- 
plicated.

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THE SITUATION which emerged 
on June 21, 1977, had another Impor- 
tant, long-range Impact on the 
shaping of the rather young Israeli 
democracy. That is because the 
“counter upheaval” In the 
Histadrut elections brought about a 
renewed balance in the array of the 
country 'a political forces, only five 
weeks after its serious disruption 
by the Ninth Knesset elections. 

Speedy renewal of the inter-party 
balance cooled down the possible 
temptation of a single political 
force, carried by the momentum of 
an electoral landslide, to gain ex- 


THROUGHOUT this entire period, 
the government stubbornly insisted 
on carrying out policy according to 
its ideology, despite steadily grow- 
ing criticism and the Histadrnt's 
repeated protests and objections. 

Results of recent trade union 
elections boost, evidently, the 
political trend first indicated in the 
X977 Histadrut elections. The 
tendency will surely receive wide 
expression at the forth-coming se- 
cond session of the 18th convention, 
due to take place in Tel Aviv on July 
20th. 

It might have been hoped that the 
government, and its economic 
ministers in particular, would pay 
attention to political currents and 
decide, even at this late hour, to' 
reverse their policies.
